Lower House in N"ew York Goes to 


Republicans—Some New Jer- 


sey Surprises. 


Boston, Nov. 8.—Strenuous efforts 


on the part of the Republicans of this 
state failed to bowl Eugene N. Foss 
out of the governor's chair 
He was 


re-elected by a plurality of from 4,000 
to 5,000 over. Louis A. Frothingham, 
who has been lieutenant governor for 
the past three years. 
To add to the 


chagrin of the Republican 
leaders, 


who oelieved from the early leturns 
that the whole ticket had been vic- 
torious, there is every indication that 
David I. Walsh, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, has been elected lieutenant gov- 
ernor over Robert Luce. 
Foss car- 


ried Boston by a plurality of about 
22,000, as against 27,700 last year. 


In the campaign speeches, Republi- 


can orators urged Frothingham's elec- 
tion on the ground that the national 
administration should be supported in 
its tariff policy and that a Democratic 
victory would mean a blow to the tex- 
tile industries of the state. Governor 
Foss placed his record before the peo- 
ple and asked for support.

Baker, styled the political heir ot 
Tom L. Johnson, 3-cent fare mayor of 
Cleveland, was elected to the mayor- 
alty four times held by his chief, by 
a plurality estimated at 18,000. Tom 
Johnson's greatest plurality was un- 
der 13,000. 


Baker, city solicitor under Johnson 


and re-elected in 1909 when Herman 
Baehr, Republican, defeated Johnson, 
snowed under the Republican nomi- 
nee, Frank G. Hogen, and carried his 
entire city ticket into office with him. 
Only six of the city's 28 wards elect- 
ed Republican "eouncilmerC the" Demo- 
cratic restoration to power being 
complete. 


The Socialist candidate, C. E. Ruth- 


enberg, polled a large vote, in some 
precincts getting more than twice as 
many votes as Hogen. Indications are 
that Ruthenberg will receive between 
5000 and 6000 votes.

Hunt, Democrat, Elected Mayor of the 


Queen City. 


Cincinnati, Nov. S.—Henry T. Hunt, 


the young Democratic prosecutor of 
this county, who vigorously but fu- 
tilely prosecuted George B. Cox on 
the charge of perjury, was elected 
Democratic mayor of Cincinnati by a 
plurality which was 
decisive over 


his competitor, Dr. Louis Schwab, a 
Republican of lifelong prominence in 
this city and the organization candi- 
date for re-election. The entire Dem- 
ocratic ticket was elected. 


These results were in spite of vig-- 


orous, even almost frantic, efforts of 
the old guard of tke organization to 
retain control of the city and county 
offices; also in spite of the fact that 
President Taft, a few days ago in an 
open letter to former Mayor Julius 
Fleischmann, declared his intention 
of voting the entire Republican ticket.

AGREED UPON 


The Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad 


and the committee representing the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers of 
the company have signed a new wage 
scale effective Nov. 1st, 1911. The 
money 
consideration is 
$75,000. 


Bach telegrapher in the service 


receives two dollars and fifty cents, 
which will take about $55,000 and 
the remaining $20,000 will be used 
for levelling up and getting lower 
salaries than others. 
The overtime 
rate of pay in relay offices will be 
40 cents per hour and road men will 
receive 30 cents per hour overtime. 
Men working more than 9 hours, 15 
days vacation per year with full pay. 
Eight hours will constitute a day's 
•work in relay offices instead of eight 
hours and thirty minutes are by the 
old schedule.

In her town, was nominated for the club presidency, the other woman 
arose, raked up the fact that the nominee had once been a parlor maid 
In a hotel, and said she thought it would reflect on the club's prestige to 
have such a woman as president.

tor the world points to these and says, "There is your true woman 
She 


never will be capable of handling affairs In a big way." 
And" when 


there Is such a woman, or such a group of women in a community the 
broader-minded women should rally, not only to counteract their influence 
but really to help them acquire a bigger and broader outlook on life.
